The board for district No. 3 %vas the 
first 
in the city to meet for action, 
a f t e r the official lottery lists were re- 
ceived.

before noon, Saturday. They prepared 
for checking over the lists and 
will 
meet again on Sunday. 
They expect to 
send out the notices for young men of 
t h a t district to appear for physical ex- 
amination on Wednesday.

Notices will be sent to twice the num- 
ber of young men asked for in the draft 
quota. 
From district No. 1 will be sent 
240 notices as 120 are to be taken for 
freedom's army from that section of the 
city. 
District No. 2 will receive 214 
notices and district No. 3 will get 312 
notices. Notices to be sent into the rural 
districts will number 214, as the county 
allotments outside of Fort Wayne is 107. 


In case the required number of me» 
are not secured by summoning twice the 
uumber before the board a second series 
of notices will be sent out. 
Young men 
will be summoned until the full quota is 
reached. 


Physical examinations are expected to 
be finished in seven day.s. 
All conscrij)- 
able persons are to be examined phy.si- 
cally. 
Those who pass the physical 
test 
will be given exemption hearing on the 
seventh day after they are examined. 


Are in Heavy Type. 


The master lists, rooeived here Satur- 
day, are in heavy black type with six 
columns of figures to the page. 
On the 
back of the copy reads "Sclicdule pre- 
pared by the provost marshal general, 
which shall control and determine the 
exact order in whicli persons whose reg- 
istration cards are in the possession of 
the respective local boards and which 
have been given a serial 
nunibor 
are 
liable to be callcd to military service by 
the local board."

prophecy how extensive it will be. 


The study of history does not help 
us much interpreting the signs of the 
times, for in this instance it cannot be 
said that "history repeats itself." There 
never yet has been an "end 
of 
the 
world." 


There a r e three sources f r o m which 


may "also breed and sow the germs of i we may get light upon this, most im- 
di'iease which, gaining entrance to the i portant subject; first, f r o m the bible; 
•system, v. ill pave the way for serious j second, from the church, and 
third, 
¿•¡¡ments of adult life. 
f r o m our own reason. 


Naturally, the bible h a s a great deal 
to say about the "end of the world.

W a r n e d by the plague of infantile '

charges, 
chiefly from 
the 
nose 
and 
throat, of those ill with the disease, 
f r o m 
convalescents, 
from 
unrecog- 
nized cases, or from carriers, 
those 
who have not been sick but carry the 
virus. 


The strong possibility that infantile 
paralysis may be transmitted by ver- 
min, biting fleas, mosquitoes, rat 
fleas 


and fortunately, it is possible for the 
average m a n to understand w h a t the 
bible means. 


The secrets of God are not always 
revealed to the "wise men and the pru- 
dent"—God 
has sometimes 
"revealed 
them unto babes." 


Upon one occasion, J e s u s

Is coming again but there is a great 
difference of opinion a m o n g t h e m as to 
when he is coming. 


Some Insist t h a t tljp world will be- 
come worse and worse, and t h a t Jesus 
will a p p e a r to usher in the thousand 
years of the millennium, during which 
peace and righteousness shall prevail. 


Others believe t h a t the c h u r c h will 
become responsible f o r setting up the 
millennium, and at the close of this 
thousand-year period, Jesus will come 
to call the world to judgment. 


F a r the largest n u m b e r of bible stu- 
dents have the latter opinion, although

But whichever faction Is right, b o t h beliefs place the end of the world 
a f t e r the millennium—in other words, 1,000 years away. 


m a n y evangelists and 
bible 
students 
believe Jesus m a y come today. 


If the thousand-year period of the 
millennium is to 
be 
taken 
literally, 
then the opinion of the "post-ralllen- 


nlallsts"—those w h o believe t h a t Jesus 
will come a f t e r the millennium—com- 
pels us to say t h a t Jesus cannot come 
for at least one thousand years. 
F o r no 
one would agree, in view of the terrible 


w a r now prevailing, t h a t we h a v e en- 
tered the millennial period. 


On the other hand, if the "pre-mll- 
lennlallsts"—those who believe Jesus 
will come before the millennium—^are 
to be believed, it looks very m u c h as 
if Jesus might come at a n y m o m e n t to 
establish his kingdom upon earth. 


F o r they believe t h a t just the kind 
of things now happening will precede 
his coming to earth.

HE Invention of ink must 
have 
preceded the use of letters, but 
as to the origin of both we are 
completely In the dark. 
According to 
the Roman naturalist, Pliny, and other 
authors, the basis of the Ink used by 
ancient writers was formed of lampblack 
or the black taken from burnt ivory and 
soot from the furnaces and baths. 


Some have also supposed that the black 
liquor which the cuttle-fish yields was 
frequently employed. 
One thing Is cer- 
tain—that whatever were the component 
ingredients, from the blackness and solid- 
ity In the most ancient manuscripts, from 
an inkstand found at Herculaneum. in 
which the ink appears as thick as oil, and 
from chemical analysis, the Ink of antiq- 
uity was much more opaque, as well as 
encaustic, than that which is used In 
modern times. 


Inks of different colors were much In 
vogue. 
Red. purple, blue and gold and 
silver inks were the principal varieties. 
The red was made from vermilion, cinna- 
bar and carmine: the purple from the 
murex. one kind of which, called tho 
purple encaustic, was appropriated to the 
exclusive use of the emperors. 


Golden ink was much more 
popular 
among the Greeks than among the Ro- 
mans. 
During the middle or dark ages, 
tho manufacture 
both of it and sliver 
Ink 
was 
an 
extensive 
and 
lucrative 
branch 
of trade, 
and 
the 
lllumlnatea 
manuscripts which remain are a striking 
pi oof of the high degree of perfection to 
which the art was carried. 


The making of the inks themselves was 
a distinct 
business; and another 
con- 
nected with it. and to which it owed its 
origin, was that of inscribing the titles, 
capitals 
as well as emphatic words. In 
colored and gold and silver inks. 


The essential constituents of 
modem 
black ink are galls, sulphate of iron and 
gum. 
If the former Is in excess, the Ink, 
although black at first, soon becomes 
brown or yellow. 
The gum Is added lo 
retain the coloring matter in suspension, 
and to prevent the mixture from being 
too fluid, and a little creosote Is some- 
times added as a check to the formation 
of mold. 


A very good black ink is made as fol- 
lows: Aleppo galls (well bruised), four 
ounces; 
clean 
soft water, 
one 
quart; 
macerate In a" clean, corked bottle for ten 
days; then add one and one-fourth ounces 
gum arable (dissolved In a wlneglassful 
of water); lump sugar, one-half ounce: 
mix well, and afterward add one and one- 
balf ounces sulphate 
of 
iron, crushed 
small: agitate occasionally for two or 
three days, when It is fit for use. 


To make a permanent and beautiful 
blue ink. dissolve soluble Prusst.in blue In 
pure water. 


A good carmine ink Is made of pure 
carmine. 12 grains; water of ammonia. 3 
ounces; dissolve, then add powdered gum, 
18 grains. 
Where expense Is an object, 
cne-half dram powdered lake may be sub- 
stituted for the carmine. 


Green Ink is made by boiling two parts 
acetate of copper and one part bltartrate 
of potassa in eight parts of water until 
the solution Is reduced to half th« bulk; 
filter through a cloth and, when cool, 
bottle. 


Violet, magenta and solferino inks may 
be made by mixing one dram at 
tha 


proper aniline color with 
ouncea of 
alcohol in a glass or enameled Iron ve»- 
sel; let It stand three hours; then add 13 
ounces distilled water, and subject tha 
mixture to a gentle heat until no odor of 
alcohol is perceptible; then add 4 dram« 
gum arabii dissolved in 3 ounces water; 
mix and strain. 


Gold ink is prepared in the following 
way: Genuine gold-leaf Is rubbed wltb 
honey on a plate of agate or ground-glasa 
by means of a flat pestle, until t ^ ' w h o l a 
presents a uniform mass, in which no 
distinct particles of gold can be reco». 
nlzed. This mass is carefully removed 
Into a vessel with water, which will dis- 
solve the honey after the water has been 
removed two or three times. The remain- 
ing gold is then mixed with a sufficient 
quantity of gum arable, shaken well, and 
is ready for use. 
When the writing la 
dry, rub it with a flat piece of ivory and 
it will present tha luster of pure gold. 


Silver is made in the same way as gold 
ink, with the exception of the substlttt* 
tion of silver leaf. 


Printing ink is a soft, glossy compound, 
altogether different In 
its composition 
from the inks which have been already 
described. 
The following are the necea-" 
sary conditions of a good printing ink: 


1. If must distribute freely. 2. It mast 
have much greater affinity for the papeff 
than the type. 3. It must dry almost im- 
mediately on the paper, but not dry at all 
on the type or rollers. 4. It should be 
proof against the effects of time and 
chemical 
reagents 
and 
should 
nevef 
change color. 


There are hundreds of ways of making 
printing ink, each manufacturer having 
hl3 own formula, which, of course, he coi^ 
slders the best, but the general prepara« 
tlon is the same. 


Linseed oil is boiled in an Iron vestal, 
with a small percentage of acid, for serr« 
eral hours; it Is then drawn 
off 
and , 
washed 
with warm water until every 
trace of the acid Is removed. 


Resin is then dissolved in the oil, whldl 
is again boiled. This is to give body to 
the fluid. The coloring matter^whlch Ul 
lampblack for black ink; carmine, laksw 
vermilion, etc., for red ink; indigo o i 
Prussian blue for blue Ink; and lemon, 
orange, chrome or gamboge for yelloiw 
ink, is then added to the hot mixture, and. 
the whole is drawn off and finally ground 
into a smooth paste. 
• 


We now come to sympathetic Inks, o i 
which there is a great variety. A grea^ 
many of them are not of much practical 
use, however, because 
they 
requlra m 
chemical reagent to make ths writinf^ 
visible. The best as well as tho simplest 
kinds are those which are developed by 
the application of heat cMly. 


Yellow sympathetic Ink can be mada 
from onion juice, or equal parts of sul« 
phate of copper and sal ammoniac. 


Lemon juice, common salt or saltpeter 
will make an Ink which will turn yellotK 
or brown on exposure to the fire. 


A weak solution of chloride of cobalt 
and chloride of nickel is turned a beautki 
ful green by heat. 


A solution of acetate of cobalt, with ft 
little nitrate added to It, turns rose-col- 
ored by heat, and disappears again wheQ 
cold. 


It will be understood, of course, that' 
any chemical Ink is more or less poisoni) 
oua

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THE WATER SUPPLY OF THE FARM HOUSE 


The Arrangement and Equipment of tbe House, and EspcdaXfy 
oi the Kitchen and Bathroom, Are Matters of First Importance—No Feature of Home Architectiire WUl Afford So Much Contort and Be So Conducive to 
Health As An Abundant Siq)pl7 of P u r e Water, While a Poor or Unwholesome Water Sup{dy Is a Constant Menace to H e a ^ and a Source of Unnecessary Drudgery and Trouble. 


There was a time when the farmer 
drank his fill from the "old 
oaken 
»i»cket that hung in the well," when 
his bathtub consisted of an abandon- 
id w&sh boiler placed out in the sum- 
mer kitchen or down in the cellar, 
when the water-closet was a 
four- 
foot by five-foot shanty planted be- 
hind the comcrib, and when on wash 
days the needed soft water was ob- 
tained from an old barrel that stood 
at the comer of the front porch; but 
these primitive conditions are rapidly 
vanishing—they ar® almost a 
thing 
of the past. 
No one ar&ues now, as 
was the case then, that one or two 
baths a month ocght to be sufficient 
for a healthy person, or that a well- 
Vghted, well-warmed 
and 
well-fnr-

Bished bathroom is a luxury and an 
enfeebling detriment to the develop- 
ment of a robust constitution, that a 
water-closet in the house is unhy- 
grienic, and that 
labor-saving 
com- 
forts in the kitchen and laundry will 
make the cook lazy. 
We all agree on 
these points. 
The problem is, rather, 
hew can we get good water in suffi- 
cient quantity, cheaply and effectively, 
where it may be needed, i. e., into the 
bathroom, the kitchen, the laundry, 
the front yard, and the feed lot. 


The first question to be answered in 
any water-supply problem is natur- 
ally, How much water will be needed? 


The answer must differ in accord- 
ance with the conditions involved. 
In 
the smaller towns it is usual to place 
the minimum consumption, exclusive 
of the water needed for lawn sprink- 
ling, at about 4,000 cubic feet per 
year for the average family of five. 
This means a minimum of 333 cubic 
feet, 
or 
about 
2,500 
gallons 
per 
month, or about 83 gallons per family 
per day, or about 16 gallons per per- 
son per day. 
While this daily allow- 
ance is sufficient during the greater 
part of the year, it is generally in- 
sufficient In the four or five summer 
months. 
Few homes can get along 
in the summer 
with the 
minimum 
quantity named, so that 6,000 cubic 
feet is probably a closer estimate of 
the actual annual consumption oi a 
family of five members. 


Many 
homes 
are 
provided 
with 
soft-water cisterns from which 
the 


necessary 
laundry 
and 
bathroom 
water is drawn. 
The average 
por 


capita consumption of soft water, lUto 
that of hard water, differs very msch. 
It depends on the size of the cistern 
and the character of the 
plumbing 
fixtures quite as much as on the size 
and habits of the family. Most homes 
would use larger quantities of ciBtem 
water if they had a more adequate 
supply or more modem pumping con- 
trivances. 
The average home cistern 
holds nominally about 420 cubic feet, 
which is 100 barrels of water, but a 
part of this cistern is not available, 
since the water at the bottom con- 
tains sediment that has washed from 
the roof, and can not, or should not, 
be used. 
This leaves about S65 cubic 
feet, or 87 barrels, for actual use. 
If 
we assmne that the cistern is com- 
pletely emptied three times a year, it 
gives a daily consumption of just S 
cubic feet, or 22% gallons, per family 
of five mem-bers. 
Some families un- 
doubtedly use twice as much or sev- 
eral times as much soft water as the 
quantity stated, and more would be 
used in many homes if the supply 


was mece ftd«qwt» mni easier to ob- 
tain. 


The wwter reports of large 
dttas 
slitow match greater concomption fig- 
ures, becanae e n o n n o w quantities of 
water are being used in factories «j>d 
packing houses and for street sprink- 
ling 
sjid 
buildins 
pwposes. 
The 
f a n n e r ^ o u l d not be misled by these 
city statistics. 
Wben ealcoUting the 
consumption of water in tbe average 
farm home tlie fcAowing conserrsttTe 
table is generally used: 


To fill a bsthtnb requires trom 8 to 
20 gallons. 


To flush a ciosst, each time, from 3 to 
5 gallons. 


To fill a lavatory, frtnm 1 to 
gm^ 
Ions. 


For si>rlnlcUng lawn, per 100 square 
feet, from 7 to 8 gaDons. 


For soaking lawn, per 100 square feet, 
from 15 to 20 gallons. 


The consumption of water by farm 
animals depends upon the season, the 
feed, the age| and the individual habits 
of the animal and 
its surrounding 
local conditions. 
The following tables 
will give a good idea, however:

When estimating the consumption 
of water for large herds of cattle and 
horses, old and young, as they are 
found on the average farm. It is safe 
to reckon it per "head" at a mini- 
mum of one cubic foot a day; that is, 
al^out half of the minimum amount 
needed for each person. 


Every one who intends to study- 
water-supply problems should 
know 
the following relations: 


1. 1 gallon equals .134 cubic 'feet. 
2. 1 cubic foot equals 1,728 cubic 
inches. 


3. 1 cubic foot equals 7.48 gallons. 
4. 1 cubic foot of water weighs ap- 
proximately 62Î4 pounds. 


5. 1 gallon of water weighs 854 
pounds. 


6. 1 gaHon contains 231 cubic in- 
ches. 


7. 31% gallons make one barrel. 
Chemically 
pure 
water 
is 
never 


found in nature. 
It can be obtained 
only by distillation. 
When left In 
contact with common air, or with 
earthy or organic substances, 
water 
rapidly absorbs parts of them and be- 
comes Impure. 
Sven the rain water 
that falls from the clouds is not en- 


such sprins or well water is not harm- 
ful. 


Other substances that are frequently 
held in solution by water from the 
earth, or from rock, are common salt, 
magnesia, and alkalL 
When any of 
these are present in large quantities 
the water tastes bad and is unfit to 
drink. 
Only the practical chemist, by 
means of carefully conducted experi- 
ments, 
can 
positively 
determine 
whether or not such water can safely 
be used. 
Other frequent admixtures 
of water are sand or clay. 
These may 
badly discolor the water, but they are 
usoaUy harmless. 


The most dangerous contamination 
of water is produced by organic poi- 
sons and 
the bacteria or 
germs— 
microscopically small plants. 
These 
orgaaisms, invisible to the naked eye. 
enter the intestines of man with the 
water which he drinks, faultlply there 
at an enormous rate when the condi- 
tions are favorable, and may produce 
disorders, diseases or death. They are 
the more dangerous because they can

tlrely pnre^ but contains dust particles, 
ammoida, 
and 
traces of 
numerous 
other ingredients. 
However, as most 
of these admixtures are harmless, -the 
problem is, therefore, not how an en- 
tirely pure water can be obtained, but 
rather how to obtain a water with an 
a4mlxture which is not harmful for 
the purpose for which it is intended. 


Many spring or well waters contain 
large quantities of lime in solunbn. 
This lime prevents soap from dissolv- 
ing and lathering: it makes the water 
hard and almost unsuited for laundry 
purposes. 
The chemisrt has means to 
extract the lime from the water, but 
it is a proce» 
that could not 
be 
cheaply introduced 
Into the 
house- 
hold. However, for drinking purposes, 


not be seen in the water. 
Even If they 
exist there by the million, when ex- 
amined by the eye alone the liquid 
may api>ear entirely or nearly clear.

germs can not live Ang in water which 
does not contain organic substances. 
In so-called surface water, i. e., drain- 
age water from fields, meadows or 
barnyards, 
in water from roofs 
or 
roads, or in water from forests and 
cemeteries, they are always present. 
It is for this reason that cistern water 
is not always so harmless as is often 
assumed, and that water from ponds, 
creeks and rivers or from the old- 
style open well is positively dangerous. 


The question is often asked, 
"If 
such surface water is generally polluted | 
by germs, why is it that the farmers j 
and their animals who drink it freely j 
are not promptly killed?" 
The an- 
swer is that most germs can not live 
in the perfectly healthy body of man 
or animal. 
Only certain kinds of 
germs have the power to live and 
multiply within the larger 
animals. 
Most of them die when they are de- 
posited in the stomach; 
others are 
harmless, and still others are necessary 
for the purpose of digestion. 
A com- 
paratively small number of species 
produce sickness and death, and the 
only way of avoiding the effects of 
their attacks Is to use only pure water, 
or to boil all drinking water 
that 
comes from contaminated sources.

The refreshing taste of spring or 
well water is due to several causes. 
First, the water coming from a lo"« 
stratum In the ground is nearly al- 
ways quite cold; second, it contains 
much common air and 
considerable 
quantities of the dioxide of carbo& 
These qualities make the water pa- 
latable. 
They can be imparted 
ts 
tepid water artificially, but not readily 
or cheaply. 
Water can be boUed to 
rid it of dangerous germs; it can bs 
cooled by ice, or by means of an am- 
monia 
cooling 
apparatus, 
the 
so- 
called ice machine. 
Air and carboa 
dioxide can be forced through watei 
to freshen it.

kitchen, the laundry, the bathroom» 
the farmyard, or into the storage tank. 
According to the mechanical principle 
involved in their construction or oper- 
ation. they may be divided into several 
classes, as follows: 


1. Water hoists, i. e., contrivances 
which raise water by means of buckets 
fastened to belts, wheels or levers. 
The old-fashioned cistern "pump" be- 
longs to this class. 
Another form is 
the tread wheel employed in oriental 
countries to raise water a few feet for 
irrigation. 
Still another form is the 
"worm hoist," of which a short de- 
scription may be found in almost any 
dictionar>-. 
Another form is the "old 
oaken buckeL" 


2. Compressed-air 
Lifts, or 
steam 
lifts, i. e.. contrivances 
that 
hoist 
water by means of air or steam blown 
Into the lower end of the outflow ^ipe, 
or Into closed tanks filled with Water. 


3. Centrifugal 
pumps, 
or 
pumps 
that drive up the water by means of 
rapidly revolving fan wheels—a pump 
form which is used much in bridge 
building to raise water from founda- 
tion pits, and in irrigation work. 


4. Suction pumps and force pumpit 
or pumps that hoist water by means 
of piston action—the usual form of 
hand pump and windmill pump. 
The 
smaller kinds are single-acting pumps 
and 
the 
large 
are 
double-actings 
pumps. 


5. Hydraulic 
rams—pumps 
which 
work automatically by the energj- of 
a stream of water which flows through 
them. 


Cows On Pasture 


May Need Grain 


Does it pay to feed grain to cows 
on pasture? 
The results of experi- 
ments indicate that it depends largely 
upon how much milk the cows give 
and how good the pasture is. 
If a 
cow is producing less than a pound 
of butter each day the necessary food 
can be obtained from a good pasture. 
If she produces more than this some 
grain 
can 
be fed profitably. 
This 
means that a Jersey cow should be 
able to get enough food from grass to 
make about 20 pounds of milk daily 
and a Holsteln about 25 to 30. 


It will pay to feed grain to all 
cows 
which 
give 
more 
than 
this 
amount since high producing animals 
ca.nnot gather sufficient feed in the 
form of grass. 
A cow giving a pound 
and a half of butter daily should re- 
ceive about five pounds of grain daily, 
and one giving two pounds of butter 
should receive seven or eight pounds 
of grain. 
When not more than four 
or five pounds of grain are fed it may 
consist of com. 
If more than this is 
needed, some bran or a small amount 
of cottonseed meal should be added. 
These 
recommendations 
hold 
good 
only when pastures are good. 
In late 
summer it will often be necessary to 
feed more grain to 
high-producing 
cows or to give some silage or green 
feeds to help out the pastures.

In the corn belt states, where one 
might expect the largest yields, they 
^ are in many cases very low. 
The rea- 
son for this is largely poor Cultivation; 
too many men try to get over about 
twice as much as they can handle pro- 
Qtably. 
The average hired man in the 
corn belt has forgotten how to run a 
hoe h ^ d l e , and but little effort is 
made to get the weeds out of the hills 
In many cases. 
Better cultivation Is a 
?ital need in com raising.

Grasshoppers begin to feed upon the 
farmer's 
crops 
immediately 
upon 
hatching from the egg. 
Unlike many 
insects, there Is no grublike 
larval 
stage nor is there any resting or true 
pupal stage. 
They are active and able 
to hop about almost immediately upor 
emergence from the eggs. 
They are 
however, unable to fly while young 
as it takes from 70 to 90 days for then 
to develop v/ings. The farmer shoulc 
therefore, attack the pest during it 
young stages, since not only less mate 
rial and labor are required but they 
can not fly to untreated fields as they 
often do when mature. 


There are three principal methods 
of more or less practical value in com- 
bating grasshoppers: 
Destruction of 
the eggs, trapping the insects in the 
field, and use of the poisoned baits. 


The eggs of grasshoppers are de- 
posited in the ground, or In the crowns 
of plants such as alfalfa In the drier 
regions. 
Where 
cultivating 
imple- 
ments can be used, the ground con- 
taining 
eggs should 
be 
thoroughly 
plowed, or disked, and harrowed in the 
fall, as these operations prevent the 
eggs 
from 
hatching 
the 
following 
spring. 
Digging up the soil by hand 
is practicable only in gardens, truck 


farms, or ground under intensive cnl- 
civation. 


The most common method of trap- 
)ing is by the use of a simple horse- 
ropelled implement called a hopper- 
. ozer. This consists of a long shallow 
an or trough, with a back and side 
v'ings rising at right angles to the 
an, and Is qiounted on runners. 
The 
an Is constructed of galvanized sheet 
on, the back and side wings may be 
uilt of wooden frames covered with 
-out muslin or light cotton duck, and 
.he runners are made of wood or old 
wagon tires. 
The pan Is kept par- 
tially filled with water, covered with a 
film of low-grade kerosene. 
As the 
hopperdozer is drawn over the field 
the grasshoppers jump or fly against 
the back and most of them are pre- 
cipitated into the oil-covered water in 
the pan. 
A slight touch of oH }s fatal 
to the insects. 
These implements can 
not be used on uneven, stony, or re- 
cently cleared land, nor in meadows or 
fields of grain where the crops have 
reached a considerable lieight. 
Bven 
where they are used successfully, a 
good many grasshoppers escape being 
killed. 


The most eftecttve method of con- 
trol is the use of poisoned baits. 
Poi- 
foned-bran bait has proven to be a

simple, reliable, and cheap method of 
destroying grasshoppers. 
This bait is 
prepared as follows: 
Wheat bran. 25 
pounds; 
Paris 
green, 
1 pound, 
or, 
white 
arsenic, 
1 
pound; 
6 
finely 
chopped lemons or oranges; low-grade 
molasses, such as refuse from sugar 
factories, or cattle molasses, known as 
"black strap," 2 quarts; water, three 
to four gallons. 
The bran, and Paris 
green or other arsenical are mixed 
thoroughly while dry, then the fruits 
are chopped 
finely 
and added, 
and 


Isstly the diluted molsssss Is poured 
over tbe bait and tbe whole thoroughly 
kneaded. 
A 
ooane-fl&ked 
bran 
is 
most desirable, although wbere this 
can not bs obtained easily ordinary 
middlings or alfalfa meal may be sub- 
•tituted; a low-grade. stronK-wnelling 
syrup or molasMS, however, is essen- 
tial to tbe entire success of the uqder- 
taldng. Crushed ripe tomatoes, water, 
melons, or iimss msy be substituted 


for the lemons or oranges, if neces- 
sary. 
Ordinary powdered white ar- 
senic (arsenious acid) contains nearly 
twice as much arsenic as Paris green 
and 
is comparatively 
low in 
price. 
The powdered form of arsenate of 
lead may be used, but in this case 
twice as much of it must be used as 
of 
the 
Paris 
green. 
In 
semlarid 
regions water should be added to the 
bait at the rate of 4 gallons to 25 
pounds of bran, as in these climates 
the bait dries out very rapidly and the 
extra moisture is necessary In order 
to attract the grasshoppera 


Another effective bait is the modi- 
fied Criddle mixture. 
This is prepared 
as follows; 
Fresh horse 
droppings, 
one-half barrel; Paris green, 1 pound, 
or powdered white arsenic, 1 pound: 
finely chopped oranges or lemons, 6 to 
8 fruits, water sufllcient to make a 
moist but not sloppy mash. 
This bait 
must be thoroughly mixed before dis- 
tributed and as most people object to 
handling this mixture with the bare 
hands, a pair of cheap rubber gloves 
may be used for the purpose. 


Both the poisoned-bran bait and the 
modified 
Criddle 
mixture 
are 
dis- 
tributed over the infested 
fields 
by 
sowing broadcast, either on foot or 


from a light wagon- or buggy. 
A 
broadcast grain seeder, mounted on a 
wagon, has bpen used successfully for 
this purpose in the western portions 
of the country. 


In applying the poisoned baits in 
orchards, care must be taken to avoid 
distributing it close to the trees, be- 
cause severe Injury to fruit trees oc- 
casionally results from such applica- 
tions of arsenical poisons. 


The time of day chosen for dis- 
tributing the poisoned baits has an 
important bearing upon the 
results 
secured. 
In California and other semi- 
arid regions the bait should be dis- 
tributed in late afternoon or early eve- 
ning. Just before the grasshoppers as- 
cend thè plants on which they usually 
pass the night. 
They are apparently 
hungry and thirsty at this time and 
greedily take the bait if it be avail- 
able. 
In the moister portions of the 
country, such as New England 
and 
Florida, the bait should be applied 
early in the morning to secure the best 
results. 
Farmers should not be dis- 
couraged If the grasshoppers do not 
drop dead immediately upon 
eating 
the poison, as It usually takes from 21 
hours or more for the full effect of the 
baits to become apparent. 


A Method for 


Killing Quack Grass 


We had about four acres of quack 
grass that was so thick we could not 
plow it with a plow. 
It crowded out 
buckwheat and other crops that we 
planted. I got a good sharp steel plow 
and plowed it in the spring, then disced 
I it twice a week until the grass began 
to show a little life in the pasture. 
I 
"hen plowed it again and disced as 
before until about the 28th of June. 
I then plowed it again and harrowed 
it and put on three pecks of German 
j millet. 
The millet came up at once 
and covered the ground so thickly that 
what little quack grass that might b« 
left was completely smothered out. 
1 
plowed again late in the fall and sowed 
to oats the following spring. 


This last fall there was not a root to 
be found in the whole four acres 
I 
think th :s plan of killing Quack grass 
is a most practical one. and should be 
followed by those who have difficulty 
In eradicating this , pest.—C. N. Lyon.

Washington, July 30.—German Chancellor Michaelis' peace in- 
terview is regarded at the state department as another German at- 
tempt to bolster up public opinion at home, appeal to the peace senti- 
ment in enemy and neutral countries and create dissensions between 
the allies. 


State department officials say 
that while Germany attempts by 
innuendo to fasten on France a 
vast campaign of conquest, with 
the hope of making a breach with 
the new Russian democracy, Mich- 
aelis makes no suggestion that 
Germany herself has in any way 
revised her war program or ac- 
cepted the principle of no annexa- 
iton. 


The new attempt at peace Is con- 
sidered as hollow as the many others 
wnlch have always followed a success- 
ful offensive and which 
took, .. their 
most tangible form in the offieïai Ger- 
man peace offer of December 12. 
The 
maneuver is viewed as similar to that 
w hich had the purpose of getting the 
allle-ô ot hold a conference whereby 
Germany hoped to instill differences 
between them and split up the al- 
liance. 
At 
that 
time 
Ambassador 
Bernstorff here was offering feelers, 
which could be repudiated at will. 


The government, it is stated, will 
take no notice of the latest German 
effort.

THE LONDON VIEW OF IT. 


London, July 30.—Statements by Dr. 
Michaelis, German imperial chancel- 
lor, and Count Czernin, the Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister who are 
regparded here as obviously made in 
collusion, dominate the news columns 
of the mornings papers. 


They are generally treated editorial- 
ly as a sign of weakness while the ab- 
sense of reference to the future of Bel- 
gium and Serbia is considered to ex- 
clude all credence in the desire for 
peace by understanding.

Gas Charge 


For the information of its patrons, and that they may fully understand the reasons why the Northern Indiana Gas & Electric Com- 
pany, furnishing gas in this city, has found it necessary, in company with practically every gas company in the State of Indiana, to appeal 
to the Public Service Commission, through the Indiana Gas Association, asking for temporary relief during the time of the continuance of 
the existing unusually high prices all gas companies are forced to pay for various materials and labor required in the manufacture of gas, 
and believing in the fairness of its patrons when they are frankly and honestly advised of conditions, we are publishing below, for the in- 
formation of the citizens, the statement of the Gas Association to the Commission, setting forth the existing conditions as they are af- 
fecting the gas companies at the present time. 


The increase petitioned for will be very small for any single consumer, but in the aggregate will amount to a sum that will assist the gas 
companies in partially reimbursing them for the unusual and excessive prices they are paying, and will likely be compelled to pay, for some 
time to come for ever^hing entering into the manufacture and distribution of gas. 


Before the Public Service Commission of the State of Indiana 


In the matter of the Application of the Indiana Gas association for and on behalf of its members Named 
Herein for Authority to Said Utilities to Add and Collect a Temporary Charge on Each 
Bill Rendered by Each Utility for All Services Furnished by it. 


To the Honorable Public Service Commis- 
sion of State of Indiana: 


The Indiana Gas Association, representing and acting In 
the Interest of the various companies named hereafter, en- 
gaged in the manufacture and distribution of gas In the 
State of Indiana, desires to bring to the attention of your 
honorable board the abnormal conditions that are at pres- 
ent existing in connection with the operation of the gas 
industry, and respectfully petitions your honorable body 
to grant some temporary relief for such period as these 
unusual conditions continue to prevail. 


Owing to the scarcity of material and labor and the ex- 
traordinary cost of everything that enters into the manu- 
facture and distribution of gas, it is felt that something 
should be done to temporarily relieve a situation that has 
become severely acute and. burdensome to a hazardous ex- 
tent: such condition, unless relief is granted during 
the 
period of its continuance, threatens not only the curtail- 
ment of present service and eflficiency, but as well 
the 
ability to finance necessary works betetrments, improve- 
ments, enlargements and extensions of mains, and if con- 
tinued for any considerable length of time actual 
insol- 
vency of utilities. 


In this connection It Is desired to remind your honorable 
body that the existing burdensome condition is not of re- 
cent. origin, but that to the contrary the gas companies 
during practically the past year and more pronounced dur- 
ing the past seven months, have been compelled to pay 
unusual and extraordinary prices for gas coal, steam coal, 
oil, coke, labor and all other materials required 
for 
the 
manufacture and distribution of gas. 
In the investigation 
made by the various companies. It has been found that 
they are unable to contract, except at a great advance over 
normal prices, for these various materials, and from state- 
ments frankly made by a number of companies 
selling 
such supplies there li absolutely no hope held ou^ for 
lower prices during the continuance of the war. 
Even 
where contracté exist it has been Impossible in a great 
many Instànces to secure the delivery of the commodities 
contracted for, necessltatlnig purchasing on the open mar- 
ket, to prevent being compelled to close down plants, at 
prices in some cases as high as the following:

GAS COAII. 
In a coal gas works secured 
principally 
from West Virginia and Kentucky is the largest item of 
cost, and while the average per cent, of Increase shown 
above is 233 per cent., with probabilities of 
further 
in- 
creases in the future, during the past winter some com- 
panies paid at times as much as 300 per cent. Increase over 
normal prices. 


GAS OIIJ, NO one can tell what the price of gas oil is go- 
ing to be, and delivery is more or less uncertain. 
Many 
companies are already considering the necessity of having 
to double their storage capacity to guarantee the neces- 
sary supply of oil for continued operation. 
This entails not 
only an additional and unusual Investment unnecessary un- 
der normal conditions, but at a cost of at least 100 per 
cent, in excess of former prices. 


GAS COKE. 
Companies operating exclusively water gas 
plants are confronted with increased cost of coke of 200 to 
300 per cent, and it Is imposslbio at the present time to 
contract for furnace coke at less than 110.00 per ton as 
against a normal price prevailing two or three years ago 
of $3.25 per ton at the ovens. 


In the operation of a coal gas plant it requires the car- 
bonization of approximately two tons of coal to produce 
one ton of coke for the market. 
It, therefore, is evident 
that with gas coal advanced 13.50 per ton it would require 
securing an advance of nearly $7.00 per ton on gas house 
coke to offset such increased cost of coal, but inasmuch as 
this coke is not suitable for foundry or industrial purposes 
it must be disposed of locally for domestic use. 


This coke comes, therefore. In direct 
competition 
with 
soft coal, making it impossible tO secure even under ab- 
normal conditions more than approximately |2.50 pêr ton 
increase. 


STEAM COAL. 
Steam coal is one of thé lesser require- 
ments in the proceiw of gas manufacture, especially In the 
manufacture of coal,gas, which requires a comparatively 
small quantity. 
The percentage of Increase of prevailing 
prices over normal prices of steam coal Shown above ( l i » 
per cent.) is based on normal price of 95 cents per ton and 
present price of $2.75. this latter figure being the recently 
approved maximum figure agreed upon by the Indiana and 
Illinois operators with the government offlolala In Wash- 
ington. 


TAR AND AMMONIA. 
Unlike moat other commodities 
there has been but slight changes In the price of tar and 
ammonia residuals: in fact, such small Increaaes as to be 
almost negligible. 
In addition to this a large nuthber of 
companies are selling their tar and ammonia under long , 
term contracts made In the past.

That 
is the reason expenditures are planned and 
appropriations provided for by the fives and 
tens of billions. It has fallen to us, coming as 
v.'e do into the conflict at a late and critical 
time, to finance not only our part in the war 
jpon a'scale without precedent, but to finance 
Dur allies that they may give to their conduct 
cf the war the might that alone can stand 
against the appalling might of the enemy. 
There can be no recession noAV from prodig- 
ious expenditure. 
The rather must expendi- 
ture be increased. By no other means can the 
ft-ar be won and the world's democracies made 
safe. 


Like Great Britain, the United States got 
Into the war with her strength mainly found- 
ed in her navy. 
We had no army and no 
equipment for an army, no munitions for an 
army. 
The one advantage for warfare on 
land that we possessed was in the develop- 
ment of great works for the production of 
ordance and munitions, fortunate circum- 
stances that were strictly incident to the war 
in Europe and not because of any design of 
preparation on our own account. These stand 
us in good stead at this time of crisis. 
All 
else we must build from the beginning. 
We 
are raising immense armies. We are enlarg- 
ing the navy with auxiliaries made necessary 
by the submarine warfare and we have been 
compelled to accept the colossal task of re- 
plenishing the world's shipping to make good 
the destruction of tonnage by' the U-boats. 
Two or three billions here, a billion or two 
there, a half billion some place else and some 
other sums greater or less, but all immense 
and together making up a total that figures 
cannot express to the comprehension, force 
npon America a financial program that is vast 
even in a country that hase become used-to 
billion-dollar annual budgets. 


There are many ways in which modern war, 
prodigiously financed, means the saving of 
blood, and in whatever ways money can do 
that for ourselves and our allies the cost 
should not be counted. 
We have not gone 
into this strife with any notion that we shall 
escape the highest and costliest of war's sac- 
rifices. We are preparing to fi,ght with all our 
strength with the best the nation can put 
upon the firing lines. But where money can 
be made to serve to accomplish a victory and 
spare effusion of, blood, money should be made 
to serve. We have it—perhaps have had too 
much of it; and in this profound crisic of our 
national lire is the time and the field of battle 
is the place to make that money count for 
good as it never has before. 


Fifteen billions for a year of war astounds 
and almost appalls, but we cannot escape the 
cost-of maintaining the cause we have under- 
faken to uphold. And the caiue is worth it/ 


While President Wilson and the secretary of 
agriculture, joined by unofficial civic agen- 
cies, appeal to the housewives of the country 
to set about with diligence to preserve fruits 
and vegetables, congress fritters away time iu^ 
a sham battle over food control. 


Consider that the president's appeal is 
ita! prompted by the fact that in many states— 
Indiana among them—^huge crops of fruits 
and vegetables are threatened with destruc- 
tion by decay owing to their abundance and 
that the rescue of these precious stores from 
a wanton waste by negligence depends upon 
tne energy with whiah efforts now are made 
to preserve them. 
Then consider that these 
same f*uits and vegetables that are going to 
waste are selling to consumers at prices 
wholly without precedent at Jhis setison of 
the year. Then further consider that the pur- 
pose of the food control bill is to correct our 
faulty, our archaic methods of marketing, to 
improve distribution, to prevent wicked specu- 
lations and to keep prices down to proximate 
levels of reason and fair dealing. 


Yet despite these conditions that might have 
been foreseen—doubtless were foreseen, an- 
omalous as they are—congress has been for 
two months fooling with the food control bill 
and has not yet made an end of the folly. 


Meanwhile, it may be AVCU for consumers 
hereabouts to concern themselves with the 
composite problem of tomatoes, cabbage, po- 
tatoes and the like—^produced in such abund-

Food control will not abate all the rapaci- 
ties and atrocities that are the actual experi- 
ences of everybody who must buy what he 
eats, but it will do something to modify them 
r.nd it will afford a great encouragement to 
housewives to answer the appeal of the presi- 
dent, the agricultural department, the civic 
agencies and the -world's democracies that are 
perhaps taking our American word for it that 
the world is to be made safe. 


That while the country faces the bitterest 
crisis it has knoAvn and the people are trying 
to be ready and cheerful to take on stupen- 
dous burdens of war that will exceed anything 
the oldest of them has ever gone through, con- 
gress should fiddle and fritter and haggle and 
put off and permit itself to be derailed by 
kaiserists and special interest conspirators is 
a spectacle for the world's democracies, wait- 
ing to be made secure.

RED CROSS NEEDS HELP. 


It continues in Fort Wayne, as in most 
places else, that Red Cross work is held back 
by want of help. 
The need is not financial. 
What is wanted is more of the labor skilled 
and busy hands to do the things that only the 
womanhood of America can do. 


A great many are giving time and labor to 
this work of mercy and some women have 
made a very practical consecration of them- 
selves^ to its call, but there is so much to do 
that every woman who can do even a little 
will be welcomed to this branch of national 
service. 
It is a labor that makes appeal to 
every sentiment of humanity and mercy no 
less than to the deepest instincts of patriotism. 


In no other way can the women of the 
country do so much that is of distinct mili- 
tary value as well as of humane account as 
to give what labor they can to Red Cross 
work. The number of women who will be re- 
quired back of the firing lines, at hospital 
bases and in hospitals in this country are com- 
paratively few as counted against the number 
whose work at home must be had to keep the 
government equipped with such supplies as 
modern medical science requires for soldiers 
disabled by illness or wounds. But this work, 
if it may seem more prosaic and less vital, is 
just as valuable and just as patriotic as any 
other work that has to do with the national 
welfare in the war. 


If a good many women should give a small 
part of their time to Red Cross work the gain 
would in the aggregate be enormous. This is 
a busy season, when the army of women en- 
listed to save the food crops has other high 
duties that press, but a little time perhaps may 
be found for Red Cross work.

By a happy coincidence the m o m e n t

they threw themselves also into 
the

But the conditions of the conflict 
differ.

England as glorious, and was 
being 
conducted with prodigious energy; the 
saving was regarded as 
Impertinent,

being very vigorously 
and 
even indignantly obstructed. 


Even 
the a r g u m e n t that 
England 
could have had a million more sol- 
diers if she had been willing to spend 
even a pound a head on keeping them 
alive until they were one year old had 
little effect, possibly because, as they 
would have been killed anyhow, it did 
not seem to matter much. 
Besides, 
there are such a lot of other things 
to worry about. 


Judge Neil had the great advantage 
of having no other business in Eng- 


done, the experiment became wholly 
successful. 


There 
was 
no mystery about 
the 
matter: you take a woman whose child 
Is a crushing burden to her, and you 
m a k e it a source of revenue. 
You get 
rid of the very objectionable sort of 
child stealer called an Upllfter, and 
m a k e the child the upUfter and the 
mother the uplifted, a process which, 
as the mother carries the child, ends in 
the child being uplifted too. 


Mothers' pension is a popular title; 
but It is not an exact one. 
As a pen- 
sion is not given to a m o t h e r who has 
lost her children, it is clearly a child's 
pension for which the mother is made 
trustee; and it is well to insist on this 
so as to be prepared for the case of 
the trustee proving untrustworthy. 


When J u d g e Neil came to England 
he found, a m o n g the other eccentric 
a r r a n g e m e n t s of this most unreason- 
able country, that we had actually in- 
stituted old age pensions without ever 
thinking of the far more pressing need 
for young age pensions; and he set 
himself to persuade us t h a t w^e had 
begun a t the wrong end. 


A still crazier discovery was t h a t a 
w o m a n 
with 
illegitimate 
children 
could by a familiar everyday process 
of English law obtain a pension of 
five shillings a week for each child,pro- 
vided she selected the f a t h e r f r o m the 
well-to-do class which can afford such 
luxuries. --

Western Aquatic Marvel. 


Anything worth doing at all is worth 
doing well. 
The quotation 
certainly 
applies with all its force to swimming. 


There are thousands of men 
and 
women who say they can swim. 
But 
can they? 
Is mere ability to remain 
above water and cover certain distances 
really swimming? 
No. 


Simply being able to plow through 
water is no more swimming than a 
doubtful similarity to a landscape in 
oil constitutes painting. 
Not to be a 
real swimmer means that at least half 
the enjoyment is passed up. 
And be- 
ing a real swimmer doesn't mean be- 
ing a champion. 


If you don't know how to exert your 
strength with absolute freedom from 
poor breathing, then swimming has not 
been learned. Inability to breathe cor- 
rectly is the greatest single drawback 
to swimming as a pastime. 


Fear of plunging the face into water 
when one is learning to keep afloat 
causes this .sometimes never ending dis- 
couragement and creates the wearine.ss 
which spoils the greatest of out-of-door 
summer sports. 


Many swimmers never learn to get 
away from the natural lo.^s of strength 
which comes from trying to hold the 
neck stiff and above the water at every 
stroke. 


Greatest .jwimmlng comfort and de- 
velopment of speed and long distance 
ability Is based absolutely upon being 
able to exhale with the head well sub- 
merged and to a point where there is 
no unnatural holding up of the neck. 


Some persons can keep the 
head 
submerged longer than others before 
drawing it up for a new breath. Wliat- 
ever stroke you are using you must 
learn to turn up the head and draw in 
air through the open mouth when re- 
quired. 
Then thrust the head back 
again and exhale through the mouth 
and nose. 
Many of the best swimmers 
raise the head and inhale after the 
completion of every stroke. 


Are you one of the hundreds who 
constantly exclaim, "I have plenty of 
endurance out of the water but tire 
.swimming?" 


Then you look at some frail appear- 
ing girl or boy cutting through the 
water with the greatest ease, and you 
wonder how they do it. 
They have 
learned the knack of breathing prop- 
erly. 


Your strength doesn't cut m.uch fig- 
ure until you have overcome the ten- 
dency to strain your neck and lower 
your vitality by keeping the mouth and 
chin constantly above water.

Canned Tomato Sauce 
or Puree Easy to Have 


Since tomatoes contain a very high 
percentage of water. If often is desira- 
ble to can only concentrated tomato 
products. 
This is true especially when 
cans or jars are difficult to obtain. 
A 
delicious concentrated 
tomato 
sauce 
may be made and canned as follows, 
says the United States department of 
agriculture. 
Small or broken toma- 
toes and large tomatoes unsuitable for 
canning whole, may be used in this 
recipe. 


Cut the tomatoes into fairly small 
pieces and add one large-sized onion 
chopped and one cup chopped sweet 
red pepper to one gallon 
tomatoes. 
Cook until tender. 
Put through a slev« 
and add a mixture of 1-3 salt and 2-3 
sugar in a proportion of one teaspoon- 
ful to each quart of the mixture. 
Cook 
until the consistency of ketchup, stir- 
ring constantly. 
Pack hot into ster- 
ilized jars of bottles. 
Adjust rubber 
and cap—place the containers on a 
false bottom in a vessel of water suf- 
ficiently deep to reach almost to their 
tops and allow to remain at a boiling 
temperature for 25 minutes. 
Remove 
jars from the water bath and tighten 
tho lids immediately. 


THINGS TO PLACE IN YOUR 


HOUSEKEEPERS' 
CORNER 


Rub occasionally with a mixture of 
beeswax and 
turpentine to preserve 
oilcloth and linoleum. 


To remove paint from window glass 
rub it with hot. sharp vinegar. 


Salt will remove stains from silver 
caused by eggs, when applied dry with 
a soft cloth. 


Sweet oil will remove finger marks 
from varnished furniture and kerosene 
from oiled furniture. 


To make tough meat tender lay it 
a few moments in a strong vinegar 
water. 


To remove tar from cloth saturate 
the spot and rub it well with turpen- 
tine. 


To prevent lamp wicks from smok- 
ing soak them in vinegar and then 
dry them thoroughly. 


To preserve bouquets put a little salt- 
peter in the water you use, and they 
will last a fortnight. 


Spread salt over a carpet before 
sweeping. As the sweeping goes on the 
salt takes up the dirt, cleans the car- 
pet thqroughly and brightens the col- 
ors. 


One-half spoonful of salt in a glaiss 
of cpld water makes an excellent gar- 
gle. 


A pinch of salt in a half glass of 
water makes an excellent eye wash. 


Salt and lemon juice will take rust 
stains out of linen or other white goods. 


To take ink stains out of any white 
goods cover the spot with salt, then 
squeeze lemon over it. Set in the sun.

TIME NEEDED TO WASH 


CURTAINS SUCCESSFULLY. 


Probably, if the curtains at your 
windows have been up since early 
autumn, they are just about ready for 
a thorough cleaning; and if they are 
you are probably looking about to find 
the best and most economical place for 
having them cleaned. 


That place is your own home. 
Of 
course, if you have mòre money than 
time, a reliable cleaner is best. 
But 
If you want to save money and if you 
have been complaining about the high 
cost of living just try your hand at 
curtain cleaning to effect a real acon- 
omy. 


Time is needed to make a home cur- 
tain cleaning a success. 
Pins are also 
needed—and many of them. 
Clean 
the curtains 
in pure 
soapsuds, and 
then rinse them gently In clear, luke- 
warm water. 
Dry them. 
Then starch 
them In starch colored to give them 
their original tone and pin them out to 
dry. 


If the curtains were originally pure 
white, blue the starch rather deeply. 
This will give the curtains the blue- 
white look that they had when fresh. 
If they are cream colored, us« tea In 
the starch to get the right tone and If 
they are deep ecru use coffee to give 
the desired color.

Not generalship upon the field of 


battle, but the rights of the common 
people, are now certain to determine 
the peace terms. 


Never before in Its history has the 


world seen non-military influences 
rise to dominate the outcome of a 
great war. as has occurred during the 
past third of the European struggle. 


Neither naval operations on the 


high seas, nor offensives in east and 
west, nor war councils in any of the 
trans-Atlantic capitals, have exerted 
a preponderant influence during the 


; past year upon the war. 


The two events of the year that are 


operating decisively to crush militar- 
ism are the democratic revolution In 
Russia and the acceptance of Ger- 
many's submarine challenge by Amer- 
ica, as an attack upon the security or 
democracy throughout the v.-orld.

. within the German empire.

This is the reason: The third year 


• of the war has seen not only the invi- 
tations of the Russian and American 
democracies extended to the German 
' people to free themselves; it has seen, 


as well, a free hand given to the Ger- 
man militarists to do whatever lay in 
their power to win th« war—with re- 
sults calamitous for the central em- 
pires. 
During the first two years of the con- 


flict, the civilian statesmen in Germany 
exercised a moderate control over the 
chiefs of the army and navy, in inter 
national affairs, affecting neutrals. 


The militarists claimed during the 


third year of 
the 
conflict that the 


"timidity" of the 
civilian statesmen 


was preventing Germany from win- 
ning the war. 


So, the direction of German states 


manship. little more than six months 
ago. was placed i:; full control of the 
general staffs of the army and navy. 


For the first time since the outbreak 


of the war. militarism reigned in Ger- 
many, absolutely unhampered by even 
the slightest civilian control- 


And the result has been the entrance 


of America into the war. and the fail- 
ure of Germany's ruthless submarine 
campaign. 


No great nation has ever shown 


juch gross inefficiency as th< German 
military authorities have exhibited the 
past six months. 


This hasn't been Bethraann-Holl- 


weg's half year. 


He is the first scapegoat.

accomplished since the declaration of

his soldiers would have to trust to 
French and KngJlsU guns. American 
submarine chasers operating with the 
British fleet constituted, he said, onlj 
a th»y fraction of the English force 
It would be a year after the declara 
tlon of war before America would 
have a fair number of big cargo ships.

forts in the kitchen and laundry will 
make the cook lazy. "We all agree on 
these pointa. The problem is, rather, 
how can we get good water in suffi- 
cient quantity, cheaply and effectively 
where It may be needed, i. e.. into the 
bathroom, the kitchen, the laundry 
the front yard, and the feed lot. 


The first question to be answered in 


any water-supply problem is natur 
ally, How much water will be needed ? 


The answer must differ in accord- 


ance with the conditions involved. In 
•the smaller towns it is usual to place 
the minimum consumption, exclusive 
of the water needed for lawn sprink- 
ling, at about 4,0-00 cubic feet per 
year for the average family of five. 
This means a minimum of 333 cubic
